. The construction of the new lock 
and dam in tbe vxinity of Hifh Bridge 
waa continued on the Kentucky river. 
Maj. W. H. Heuer's report on improve 
ments on the Ohio river during tbe past 
year says that during boih 1896 and 1897 
'ork was retarded by high water, but in 
general all the werk carried on hat ac- 
complished the resulti intended and the 
channel of the lower river it aaid to be 
much improved. Undermining of tbe 
dam between Davis and Nauelle Islands, 
near Pittsburgh, was repaired by sheet pil- 
ing At Dull a bar, near Pittaburgh, the 
channel is abort and crooked, and in 
low water boats frequently stick and in 
getting off scrape up Diles of gravel. At 
dredging would be injurious, a boat with 
an iron tcraper wat employed to level the 
gravel. Tbe river wat partly surveyed 
from Marietta to Pitttburgh in order to 
ascertain the number of movable dams ne- 
cessary. The survey will be finished this 
summer.
